TIIKRI'.  is  ii  iniul)  larv'ir  variciy  in  the  IVrsian  than  in 
any  other  vroup  of  K.a.stcni  ruj.'«.  An  idea  of  the  ranyi- 
oMhesf  tMHs  can  iH-ohtaini-d  hy  comparing'  Kurdistan  ruirs 
with  those  from  Kirnian. 

The  chief  characteristic  of  Persian  ru>;s,  however,  is 
their  freedom  and  varietx  in  desi-  .  and  the  weaver  here 
displa\s  his  y-calest  skill. 

Several  of  the  IVrsian  ru^  districts  are  remote  from  West- 
crn  inHuence  and  it  is  from  these  parts  that  splenclid  riiv's  can 
still  be  procured.  I  hi-  w ,K.i  aiui  d\  es  in  most  of  t  hese  rut's  arc 
o  excelleiu  quality  and  the  Persian  habit  of  varvinjr  the 
shade  of  the  eround  color  hei^'htens  the  an  istic  etTect. 

In  the  si.xtcenth  centurv  weavers  were  sent  from  Persia 
to  India  where  ru^s  were  wo\en  in  the  Kirman  desi^rns.  'I'hesc 
designs  eventually  developed  a  purelv  Indian  stvie  (Lahore)

The  (ihiordes  knot  is  always  used  except  in  the  case  of 
the  Soumak,  which  is  woven  without  a  pile  and  with  the  end 
of  the  stitch  showing  loose  on  the  back.

The  weft  is  of  ver.v  coarse  cotton  and  the  warp  is  formed 
by  two  single  cotton  strands.  'I'he  pile,  which  is  of  looseI\ 
spun  wool,  is  tied  to  the  warp  threads  with  the  Sehna  knot.

Authorities  differ  as  to  whether  these  carpets  were  made 
in  the  factory  of  Maxarski  at  Slusk  in  Poland,  or  in  Persia  by 
command  of  Shah  Abbas,  who  intended  them  as  gifts  io 
I'.uropean  Royalty. 

Polish  carpets  are  very  rare  and  it  is  doubtful  if  there  is  a 
sin^'le  specimen  in  Canada.
